1600.  The  same  authority  states  that  of  the  globes  made  by 
Hondius,  "None  are  known  to  exist  of  a  date  anterior  to 

THE  17th  century". 

This  is  apparently  the  earliest  Hondius  terrestrial 
globe  in  existence,  as  Justin  Winsor,  in  his  "Narrative  and 
Critical  History  of  America",  writes:  "I  find  no  trace  of  the 
globe  of  Hondius,  1597,  which  gives  the  American  discoveries 
up  to  that  date." 

Of  the  highest  historical  and  geographical  importance, 
giving  the  latest  discoveries  by  Sir  Francis  Drake,  and  other 
explorers  to  1596.  The  coast  lines  of  California,  Greenland, 
Tierra  del  Fuego,  and  the  course  of  the  St.  Lawrence  river 
practically  determine  the  date  of  the  map.  Kohl  thinks  that 
Hondius  used  Drake's  own  charts  in  mapping  the  coast  of 
California  and  New  Albion,  but  Winsor  infers  that  Hondius 
was  living  in  England  at  this  time  and  copied  from  Molineaux, 
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who  was  known  to  have  used  Drake's  reports.  On  this  j>lobe 
Drake's  course  on  the  coast  of  California  and  New  Albion  is 
marked  by  dotted  lines  and  his  anchorages  by  crosses.  The 
Great  Lakes  were  then  unknown,  and  the  St.  Lawrence  is 
delineated  as  rising  in  the  mountains. 

This  is  apparently  the  oldest  pair  of  globes  to  appear 

AT  auction  in  over  FIFTY  YEARS,  AND,  AS  A  CAREFUL  SEARCH 
BY  CARTOGRAPHERS  REVEALS  THAT  ALL  RECORDED  GLOBES  OP 
THE  16th  century  ARE  IN  PUBLIC  INSTITUTIONS,  IT  IS 
DOUBTFUL  IF  A  SIMILAR  PAIR  W^ILL  AGAIN  BE  OFFERED.
